Glass Factory Closes For 


Day Following Acci- 
dent Sunday Night 


The fire department received a call 


Sunday evening at 10:45 to the plant 
of thc Coshocton Glass Co. where one 
of thc large glass tanks was leaking 
molten glass into the pit below the 
tank. When the department arrived 
the red hot glass was running out of 
the tank at a fast rate and at any 
moment threatened to envelope thc 
entire plant in flames- 


Tho tiremcn quickly began to play 


two streams of hose into the tank in 
an endeavor to stop up the leak with 
cooled glass, but it was a difficult 
task, and the fire laddies did not suc- 
ceed 
in getting 
the 
glass 
cooled 


enough to stop the leak until almost 
:! o'clock Monday morning. The tank 
contained 85 tons of molten glass, 
and had all of this broken out of the 
tank, a serious lire would have 
en- 


(tied. 
No damage was done to the 


plant. The molten glass was all that 
was lost. 


Chief Traccwell s:'id this morning 


that the lire last night was one of 
the worst he bad ever fought since 
he had been in the service. Thc lire 
lid not do much damage, but it was 
difficult to reach.

Tuesday morning" said Sec'y- Chas.

Thc furnace will lie repaired 


this summer during our shut down.
